Thessiffes was admur'd for 
her Learning by Lattantins, § Catherine iti Poetry and 
Oratory, both out ftript molt of the great Men of her 
Time; and if you'll take in Androgenia, Valeria, Sem- 
pronia, and ali the Women that have been renowiied 
Upon the account of Letters, you may fill a larger Ta- 
ble than Wefwsinfer-Hall can hold ; Icwith I could 
once {re you about it : As to the Imputation of Copy- 
ing after Mr Bicker/taff, which I heard a Lady menti-

at lealt in thofe good Qualities for which he extoll’d 
him: As for Example, if you ask who was the mbit 
famous General, and the greateft Warrior in the World; 
evety body will tell you Alexander ; the Name he hag 
without doubt ; Now let us fee how well he deferves 
the Character, Alexander the Macedonian, tad art 
undaunted Couirage, to furmount as well as undertake 
the greatelt Difficulties; and a valt Genius to Com- 
mand : Thete are two very neceflary, but not the only 
Qualificgtions, that are requifice to make a Man the 
greateft General. In the firlt place, he had not Prii- 
dence enough to be a Collonel of Foot in a Modern 
Army ; in the fecond, he Fought without any defi 
for Fightings fake, without ever propofing to hirhfelf 
a plaufible end of his Wars, or any tollerable Advati- 
tage, that could be eall’d a Recoimpence for the Blood 
of his Brave Companions, and the prodigious Hazardg 
and Fatigues he underwent himfelf : How it is poffi- 
ble, that fuch a Mancan be call'd a great General; 
that pacin two fuch Effential Qualifications ? If we 
may judge from probability, it was Ten times more 
owing to Fortune, than either his Valour or his Con- 
duct, that he extended his Conquetts fo far as he did ¢ 
for if Fifty Alexanders were to fet out one after ano- 
ther, all with the fame Advantages, it is odds btit 
Nine and Forty of them would either be knock’d o° 
the Head, or meet with one Borifhenes Bufinels or o« 
ther, before they came a tenth part of the way the 
Macedonian went ; befides, it is a great Weaknefs in 
a Princes Judgment, when without confidering the 
Strength and Numbers of his own People, he would 
graip what he cannot hold and pretends to Conqueft 
more than he can Rule. “If Alexander had lived, tho 
all his Natural Subjects had been Commanders, there 
would not havé been enovgh to maintain his Conquelis : 
His Actions were moit of them glorious, but the Mo- 
tive that fpur’d him on to them, nothing but a’ bound- 
lefs Ambition ¢ No Benefit of his Peeple, nor Welfare 
of the Publick, feems to haye ever enter'd his Thoughts; 
all the end he had in Conquering was, that People 
fhould fay he had Conquer’d ; his Weeping, that there 
were no mere Worlds to overcome, was, in my Opi- 
nion, no wiler Action than the erying of Children; 
when their Bellies are’ full, becaufe they can Eat no 
more. Some of his Virtues Have received greater Ap- 
plaute thah they deferved, his great Contitience toy 
onej when the Beatstiful Wife 6f Datiaé was made hig 
Captive, it is not probable ehat the had a great Encli- 
nation to the Min, that fad tedue'd her.and her Fas 
mily to the titiiol! Milaie; ahd He ectald woe have en- 
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joy'd her under a Rape: Mult a Prince be fo highly 
exroll’d tor not being Mifereant enough to Ravith a 
Great Queen, when the was in his Power, as Alexan- 
der is by his Hiftorians upon that account ? But if 
Love was a Paffion that had fo little Power over him, 
he was the lefs to be pardon’d, that by the Inttigation 
of an Infamous Strumpet, he would burn one of the 
finett Gea of the World to Afhes, How much was 
to be relied upon his Friendfhip we may judge from 
his killing the belt of his Friefids at the Table where 
he feafted them; how refin’d his Notion was'of Ho- 
nour, appear’d, when rather than not be counted of 
Divine Extraétion, he wou’d {tain the Reputation of his 
Mother, by encouraging a Beafily Story, which he 
Kunew to be falfe. 


When Edward the WL befieged Calss after the Bat- 
tle of Cref/y, and would put all the Citizens to the 
Sword, he was at la‘t % far prevail’d upon, that if 
Six could be found that would lay down their L ives 
for the Prefervation of the City, he would {pare the 
reft of the Inhgbitauts: Upon this Six Voluntarily 
offer’d thet es, who yet upon the Queen’s Inter- 
cefion had their Lives given them. Thefe Men.were 
no Kings nor great Commanders, and confequently 
as fuch they could not vie with Alexander ; but in the 
Aion itfelt there was more Undauntednefs,Gallantry, 
and true Magnimity, than the other has any to boaft 
of. The People of Athens waging War with the Pelee 
ponnefians, were foretold by the Oracle, that they 
fhou'd overcome their Enemies, if Codras, the King of 
the Athenians was Slain in the Battel. .The Athenians, 
to thew the great Efteem they had of their King, and 
the Confidence they had in their own Valour, refolv’d 
to Fight without him, and knowing his Bravery, put 
a Guard upon him, that he might not expofe himfelf 
to any Danger: But unparallel’d Codrws, who relifh’'d 
nothing but the Publick Welfare, knowing the Price 
at which Victory was to be had, would not let his 
People want what he could procure them, flipt from 
his Guard, fought among the foremoft, and gave fo 
inany Provocations to the Enemy, that he was fuc- 
cgerully kill’d, and his Mourning Subject got the 

ay. 

If you confider either the Greatnefs of that truly 
Hervoick Adtion, or the Noble Principle that infpired 
him, Alexander never did any thing that can be com- 
pared to it: The one to gain an empty Name for him- 
felf, was lavith of the Lives of his Brave AZacedonians, 
but the other made a Sacrifice of his own to render his 
Athenians glorious and yet, oh! Injuftice of Commen 
Fame, vain Alexander is in every body’s Mouth, and 
deferving Codras {carce remembred by any.
